In  mid-August,  the  varsity  football  team  opened  prac- 
tice. The  pre-season  outlook  was  rather  discouraging  con- 
sidering the  fact  that  only  five  lettermen  returned  from 
the  previous  year's  conference  championship  team.  As 
practice  proceeded,  several  gloomy  facts  were  e\'ident. 
The  aforementioned  lack  of  experience  and  the  smallest 
turnout  of  boys  in  several  years  were  the  most  obvious. 

The  first  game  was  played  at  Washington  with  Wilson 
starting  what  pro\'ed  to  be  a  long  season.  Despite  the 
fact  that  Wilson  was  outscored  13-0,  the  game  was  close.

In  the  next  game, 
Durham's  Bulldogs  had  a  rather  easy  time  as  they  inter- 
cepted several  passes.  The  final  score  was  37-20. 


Wilson  ga^'e  Rocky  A'lount,  the  conference  runners- 
iip,  quite  a  scare,  as  they  lost  13-7  in  a  game  that  was 
evenly  matched,  and  the  team's  defense  had  its  finest 
night  of  the  year. 

The  two  following  Friday  nights,  Wilson  was  handled 
rather  easily  by  both  Fayetteville  and  Wilmington  with 
the  results  being  identical   19-6  scores. 

The  last  two  games  were  quite  different.  Greenville 
enlarged  upon  a  7-0  halftime  lead  until  the  final  tallv 
was  47-7.  The  next  weekend,  Raeford  was  given  quite 
a  contest  before  the  Cycs  bowed  16-7.  With  just  a  couple 
of  good  breaks,  this  game  could  have  gone  the  other  wav. 

The  season,  record-wise,  was  a  failure;  but  the  team 
played  better  than  the  record  shows.  The  season  was 
Pike's  first  losing  one,  and  it  is  hoped  it  will  be  the  last. 
The  team  was  green  and  not  large  in  number,  but  this 
was  a  rebuilding  year,  and  prospects  for  a  brighter  future 
are  good.
